The railroads will not 
erect new stations unless the stri.e is of 
extraordinary duration. Few roads have 
more than one suburban station within 
three miles of the loop, —— 


Sixty Thousand a Day on I. C. 

President Markham of the Illinois Cen- 
tral announced his road will be able to 
carry 60,000 people daily with the equip- 
ment now on hand. The Western Indi- 
ana is preparing to handle 20,000. The 
Northwestern can handle a total ans. 


of more than 150,000, including the com- 
muters, well beyond the city limits. The

In these dispatches, German officialé are 
quoted as saying that the most important 
statement in President Wilson's rejoinder 
is the offer to undertake negotiations to 
induce Great Britain to lift the food 
blockade of Germany with the wnder- 
standing that Berlin then will call off its 
submarine warfare. 

Will Give Safety Pledge. 

The dispatches from Berlin quote Ger- 
man officials as stating that the answer 
will assure the United States that Ameri- 
cans and American ships wil not be 
harmed in the future. German officials 
generally hold that the president has not 
cemanded the cessation of the entire sub- 
marine campaign, but merely asked that 
care be taken not to place Americans and 
American ships in jeopardy. 

Capt. L. Perseus, the German naval ex- 
pert, whose public utterances are inspired 
by Chancellor vom Bethmann-Hollweg, 
welcomes the president's offer to under-

Russians Take 16,000 Prisoners.
